Festival of Performing Arts, returns this summer with a star-studded line-up of 
international performances. Featured will be tango and flamenco dance in addition to Portuguese 
passion songs (fado) and Persian, Irish, Mexican, Brazilian, and klezmer music. Five of the ensembles 
will make their Cleveland debuts. All eight concerts will take place on Fridays, June through August, at 
7:30 p.m. in Gartner Auditorium. Carnevale is part of the museum's popular Summer Evenings 
programming.

Music 

Hossein Alizadeh, considered one of the greatest living instrumentalists of Persian classical music, has 
appeared on numerous Western radio programs and performed extensively throughout Europe, North 
America, and Asia. For his Cleveland debut June 7, the ustsd (master) will bejoined by percussion 
virtuoso Majid KhalaJ.

On Aug. 16, they will perform the uplifting and Joyous klezmer music of 
Eastern European Jews, revealing its diverse influences of German cabaret music, Balkan dance bands, 
and American Dixieland.
